agricultural lands. Water flowed 
to the Kings county lines, where 
most of it was diverted into canals, 
otherwise, it might have reached 
the old Tulare lake bed. 


Season total in Porterville is 
now 10.29 inches; at this time last 
year, total was 10.74 inches, 
Heavy rains ‘were reported up to 
the 10,000 foot level in the moun- 
tains. 


With possible exception of high- 
er foothill ranges, the rain was of 
little benefit to agriculture, in fact 
it resulted inj some damage. Pro- 
tein content of grain will probably 
be cut by the rain; considerable 
hay was down, and cotton at this 
season of the year needs warm 
growing weather. 


The rain has helped in provid- 
ing moisture for citrus and grapes, 
however, in many instances it 
washed off pest control dust and 
spray material. 

Saturday rain cut the crowd at 
the Porterville fair, and dampened 
the fat stock sale crowd, although 
a canvas covering was placed over 
the sale area. The storm. did 
slacken to a light drizzle long 
enough to stage the Saturday eve- 
ning grandstand show at the fair, 
with a surprising 1,000 of the 
“fair’s faithful” in the grandstand

The substantial "yes" vote last Friday on a special. 50 cent tax to 
be levied over a five-year period for financing construction of needed 
facilities at Porterville high school, takes considerable pressure off 
members of the school board and makes it possible for this board to 
move ahead téward completion of the school's master plan.
